Perhaps the greatest display of Augustus’ authority occurred in 20 B.C., when he recovered Roman military standards that 
had been lost to the Parthians by Crassus in 53, Decidus Saxa in 40 and Antony in 36. It was a bloodless victory and a 
diplomatic coup, for the Parthian King Phraates IV was thoroughly intimidated by the presence of Augustus in the East, 
and by the brilliant military campaign of Tiberius in Armenia, where he replaced King Artaxias with his own candidate, 
Tigranes. 


Soon afterwards, Augustus departed the East and returned to Rome in 19 B.C. He was greeted with much fanfare, entering 
the city on horseback and receiving a votive shield and an ovation. Augustus himself commissioned a temple he dedicated 
to Mars Ultor (‘the avenger’), where the lost standards were consecrated. 


Furthermore, the senate voted the construction of a triumphal arch in honour of Augustus’ Parthian coup. That arch 
appears on this rare and important aureus, inscribed ET SIGN MILIT A PART RECVP (Civibus et Signis Militaribus a 
Parthis recuperatis). It is shown as a triple-arch, with each section of equal height. The top is decorated with a facing 
quadriga driven by Augustus, who is flanked by two Parthians, one offering a standard and the other an aquila. 
Hill notes that the new Parthian Arch must have replaced the one that a dozen years earlier had been built in the Forum for 
the victory at Actium, and that the combined obverse and reverse inscriptions of this coin represent the beginning portion 
of the inscription on the entablature of the arch.

This rare dupondius advertises the legitimacy of Tiberius (and indirectly that of his son Drusus) and the continuity of the 
Julio-Claudian dynasty by appealing to the memory of Tiberius' stepfather, the divine Augustus. Here the divinity of 
Augustus is visually underlined by the use of a radiate crown on his portrait rather than the laurel wreath that he commonly 
wore during his lifetime. The crown also serves as a denomination marker to distinguish the brass dupondius from the 
similarly-sized copper as in the reformed Roman aes system introduced in 23 B.C. The coin illustrates the descent of 
Tiberius' right to rule from his deified stepfather and to Drusus, with whom Tiberius shared his tribunician power 
(tribunicia potestas) in A.D. 22, as well as the emperor's expected pietas towards Augustus (identified as father — PATER — 
in the legend). Unfortunately, the pattern of continuity from (step)father to son was tragically broken shortly after this coin 
was issued when Drusus mysteriously died — probably the victim of a poisoning plot by Tiberius' ambitious praetorian 
prefect, Sejanus. The identity of the unlabeled temple on the reverse of the coin is somewhat controversial. Its round form 
has led come commentators to declare the type a depiction of a temple of Vesta — either the famous temple in the Forum or 
the small shrine erected by Augustus next to his house on the Palatine Hill. The latter possibility may be supported by the 
presence of the Palladium on the roof. On the other hand, considering the obverse type and the calf and lamb flanking the 
temple, it has also been argued that the temple must honour the divine Augustus. A calf and a lamb were standard 
sacrificial animals during ceremonies worshiping a deified emperor.

Roman history, like that of any enduring empire, allows for speculation about how the course of events might have 
changed had certain people died, or in this case, not died. A perfect study in this is Nero Claudius Drusus, the younger 
brother of Tiberius. Unlike Tiberius, whom Augustus had always disliked, Drusus was much beloved by Rome’s first 
emperor. When Augustus wrested Livia from her first husband, she was pregnant with Drusus, and gave birth to him 
months after her marriage to Augustus. It is commonly understood that Livia’s first husband had sired Nero Claudius 
Drusus — but perhaps it is not impossible that Augustus was the father. Speculation aside, Augustus took instantly to the 
newborn Drusus and treated him as if he was a son of his own blood. The same cannot be said for Drusus’ brother 
Tiberius, who was already four years old when he came to live in Augustus’ household. Augustus saw personally to 
Drusus’ education and arranged his marriage to his extraordinarily noble and wealthy niece Antonia. Drusus’ career 
advanced quickly and, after commanding alongside his brother, he spent three years leading a campaign in Germany. 
Whilst there Drusus was able to dedicate the great Altar of Lugdunum to Augustus on August 1, 10 B.C., the very day that 
his youngest son, Claudius (who struck this aureus in posthumous remembrance 50 years after his death) was born. 
However, Drusus’ great possibilities ended tragically in 9 B.C. when he died of injuries he received falling off a horse at 
age 29. This reverse type celebrates his German campaign — for which his eldest son, Germanicus, was renamed — and 
depicts a now-lost triumphal arch.

In 1926 
when they published volume II of RIC, Mattingly and Sydenham noted that the specimen housed in the British Museum 
Collection was a modern forgery, possibly an altered as with reverse FORTVNA AVGVST (see RIC II p. 228, note, 
without corresponding entry). A decade later, however, Mattingly had changed his mind, for in volume III of BMC he 
includes the type (with Neptune standing to the right) as his no. 132, and discusses both the coin's significance and its 
authenticity in the introduction (BMC II p. 1): "There is one new type of great interest, found on the As of the third issue, 
and on it alone. Genuine specimens of the coin could not be traced by Eckhel, who naturally condemned it. His 
condemnation was repeated by Cohen, and it is only quite recently that the genuineness of this type has been established. 
The specimen referred to in the text, p. 24, no. 132 n., was found in the eighteenth century and was briefly recorded. It was 
then lost to sight, until quite recently, when it passed into the possession of Sir Arthur Evans. The legend, 'Neptuno 
Circens. Constitut. S. C.' records an otherwise forgotten measure of Nerva, some foundation or establishment in honour of 
Neptune. The known specimens of the coin probably all read 'circens' (or 'circensi') not 'circenses'..., and we have to think, 
therefore, not of new circus games in honour of the god — a measure out of keeping with Nerva's known parsimony — but of 
the setting up of a statue to Neptune of the Circus. This meaning is borne out by the detail of the type, for beside the great 
standing Neptune 1s a little figure of the old deity Consus, who is 'Neptunus Circensis', half buried in the earth to suggest 
his underground altar in the Circus".

This reverse of this sestertius depicts the emperor addressing the troops (adlocutio in Latin), which he did on important 
occasions and which has found its numismatic expression since the time of the Julio-Claudian dynasty. While on early 
adlocutio scenes the troops in question are often the Praetorian Guard whose support was necessary for the stable reign of 
an emperor, here Hadrian is shown speaking to the Dacian Army, as is indicated by the legend exercitus dacicus and 
represented by three standard bearers. The one closest to the emperor is the aquilifer who carries the legionary eagle 
(aquila), followed by the vexillaritus who carries a standard topped with a banner (vexillum), and behind him a signifer 
who carries a standard adorned with metal disks (the signum). While aquilifers and vexillarii marched as the focal point 
for entire legions, the signifer marched before the individual cohorts that composed the legion. Dated to the period AD 
130-133, the adlocutio represented on this coin must indicate an otherwise undocumented visit to the Dacian limes 
(frontier forts) or, at the least, an intended visit at this time. As such, it may be included as an adjunct to Hadrian's 
much-beloved travel series of coins depicting the provinces and cities he visited on his several tours throughout the 
empire. Earlier in his reign, Hadrian had reorganized the Dacian territories so recently conquered by his predecessor, 
Trajan, giving up to the Roxolani Sarmatians to rule as a client kingdom on behalf of Rome much of the Dacian territory 
that had been added to Moesia Inferior. Trajan's sweeping conquests along the Danube frontier as well as in the East had 
greatly extended Rome's borders, but Hadrian correctly saw the impractical nature of the additional strain this imposed on 
the Empire and quickly shored them.

The reverse of this seemingly unique medallion depicts the Tres Monetae, a popular type for Roman Imperial medallions 
which made its first appearance during the reign of the emperor Commodus. It was typically employed as a type when 
there was a need for a commemorative issue, but which did not require a readily associative type. The Monetae represent 
the goddess Juno as the protectress of minting, and the reason that there are three is simple: there were three metals — gold, 
silver and bronze — used for minting coins. Each Moneta is shown holding in her hands a set of scales for weighing coins 
to allow for their honest measure, and a cornucopia which alludes to the bounty of the state. At the foot of each rests a pile 
of metal (or perhaps struck coins). On this medallion the type is accompanied by the legend AEQVITATI PVBLICAE, and 
in this respect refers to the responsibility of the mint to provide for conformity and fairness in its minting duties. Juno was 
the daughter of Saturn, and when the Romans first minted coins they did so in the temple of Juno Moneta. Later the 
treasury and mint were moved to the Temple of Saturn on the Capitoline Hill.

The most familiar reverse type of later Roman medallions is devoted to the Tres Monetae. It perhaps first appeared on a 
brass medallion of Commodus, after which it becomes a staple throughout most of the 3rd Century. Initially it featured 
inscriptions such as AEQVITAS PVBLICA(E) or AEQVITAS AVGVSTI, but by the reign of Trajan Decius (A.D. 
249-251) it had assumed its most familiar inscription MONETA AVG(G). Each of the three figures holds a cornucopia 
and set of scales, and stands beside a heap of coins. Invariably the two outer figures hold scales hung at the end of rods or 
cords of more or less equal length, whereas the central figure suspends her scale from a much longer rod or cord. Since the 
figures represent the three principal coining metals — gold, silver and copper — we may presume the central figure 
represents gold, and that her distinctive presentation indicates the more careful standard to which gold was weighed.

Odovacar was the most unusual of the Barbarian kings in the West in that his power relied not on his own tribe but rather 
on a heterogeneous group of mercenaries. He was a Scirian, a minor Germanic tribe originally from Scythia, and his father 
was a vassal of Attila. In the meanwhile, Orestes, Magister Militum and Patrician of Julius Nepos, had become too 
ambitious, driven Nepos out of Italy and proclaimed his young son emperor with the name Romulus Augustus. However, 
the Eastern emperor Zeno charged Odovacar with the task of recuperating the western regions and soon afterward Orestes 
was killed, and his young son was deposed and retired to a villa in Campania. This was the moment in which Odovacar 
assumed the title of king of Italy (Rex Gentium, 476). He was granted the title of Patrician by the emperor Zeno, who was 
the ruler in whose name all of Odovacar's coins were struck, and managed to retain control of Italy, Sicily, and parts of 
Provence, Noricum and Rhaetia. Odovacar resumed coinage with Zeno's name, as usual without mintmarks, for the coins 
struck in Rome.

Odovacar was successful enough to demolish the Rugians on the Danube in 487, but Zeno was able to destroy him through Theoderic, 
the Ostrogoth who captured and killed him in 493. The Ostrogoths remained in Pannonia as vassals of the Huns after 375 but became 
increasingly active as the 5th century progressed. They formed part of the Hunnish armies but later became foederati after the death of 
Attila. In 459 the young Theoderic was sent to be brought up as a hostage in Constantinople but when he returned, in 471, he succeeded 
his father Theodemur as king of the Ostrogoths in Moesia. After a few years, Zeno gave him the rank of Patrician and he was authorised to 
take over the rule of Italy and drive out Odovacar. The Ostrogoths therefore officially ruled as foederati of the emperor and, nominally at 
least, maintained their allegiance. As king in Italy from 493, Theoderic was surprisingly capable and gave the peninsula one of the longest 
stretches of good government. He enforced religious tolerance and also attempted to form a major Germanic coalition thanks to family 
alliances. With the death of Alaric in 507, Theoderic ruled over Spain and southern Gaul as well as being regent for his grandson 
Amalaric. The grand scheme broke down with the accession of Hilderic the Vandal in 523 and the renewal of the Arian persecution by 
Justin I. Theoderic was preparing an attack on his enemies when he died in 526.

During the 6th and 7th centuries, a large number of local coins with names of the mint and the moneyers were produced 
without any indication of the ruling king. 

On these issues the name of the moneyer, who was responsible for the quality of the metal, was engraved on the obverse 
while the name of the city was mentioned on the reverse. The city name may indicate either the place of minting or more 
likely the place whence the gold, in the form of bullion, was collected as taxes. Another possibility is that the place of 
minting and collection were one and the same.

The duchy was founded in around 570-571 by a group of Lombards, separating themselves from the main kingdom 
situated in Northen Italy, under the guidance of Zotto: after his death in 591, the kingdom was upheld for over forty years 
by Arechi I, who added other territories and established administrative order. At the time of the greatest territorial 
expansion (with Romoald II, 706-731), this included almost all of the Southern Italian penninsula. With the fall of the 
Lombard king in 774, the duchy of Benevento was transformed into a principality: after a period of internal strife, in 847 it 
was divided into two distinct areas: one with Salerno as its centre, the other with Benevento. In the 10th century, Pandulf 
reconstructed the Lombard territories in a large area, obtaining from Otto I the marca of Spoleto and Camerino along with 
the principatos of Capua and Salerno (978); but with Pandulf's death in 981, the principality was re-divided amongst his 
children. In 1077, with the death of the last prince of Benevento, Landulf VI, the Church and the Normans had full control 
of the region.
